granting the state’s application for 
an injunction against the Inter- 
State Power company to prevent it 
from further reducing its rates to 
the point of forcing the Hartington 
l-:i« ‘ctric company out of business, 
was received Thursday by Attorney 
General Spillm an. 
The com panies named as defend­ 
ants in the case were the Inter- 
St^^te Power company , the Inter­ 
state Power company of Nebraska, 
tlie Tri-State Utilities company , the 
Cedar Light <t Power company , the 
Northern Nebraska Power company , 
and the Peoples Power company . 
The 
Interstate 
Power company 
and the T rl-State Power company 
had been charging 14 cents a kllo- 
Ity 
Avatt for electricity in Hartington. 
In an effort to obtain better serv­ 
ice and lower rates the city council 
granted a franchise to the H arting­ 
ton Electric L ifht company . 
This 
later company fixed its rates at 
nine cents a kilowatt. 
The other 
company reduced its rates to six 
cents, a price which was said to be 
below cost and a fair market value. 
Unfair Competition, 
llils reduction, the state contend­ 
ed, w'as made with the intention to 
destroy the competition and drive 
the Hartington Ellectric Light com ­ 
pany out of business, and to mo­ 
nopolize the trade. 
The court upholds the state in 
its contention that the action was 
a violation of four sections of the 
statutes as well as of the common 
law. The court say s in Its decree 
that the defendant com panies at­ 
tempted to destroy its competitor 
and to restrain trade in 
electric 
energy . 
The decree goes on to find that 
the 
Inter-state 
Power 
company 
and the T rl-State U tilities 
com ­ 
pany formed the Cedar Light 
<Sc 
Power company “ for the purpose oi 
injuring and destroy ing the busi­ 
ness of a competitor.” 
Can’t Bo Below Cost. 
The defendant companies are en ­ 
joined fiom putting in effect the 
six cent rate or any other rate that 
is below cost and le.ss 
that 
the 
rates demanded in other towns in 
the sam e section where conditions 
are similar, excepting however al­ 
lowances for differences in costs of 
generation, tran.smission. and 
dis­ 
tribution. when such rates are in­ 
tended to destroy competition. 
The action is dismissed with ref­ 
erence to the Northern 
Nebraska 
Power company , the People’s Power 
company , Albert W. 
Person, 
and 
W illiam M. Finnegan. 
The court also holds th at electric 
energy is a comm odity and a m an­ 
ufactured product 
com ing 
within 
the provlsion.s of the anti-dlscrlm - 
m atlon statutes of the state. 
The court does not 
hold 
that 
com petition in any one locality may 
not be met, but rather that rates 
shall not be reduced to a point so 
low that the 
com peting 
company 
will be forced out of busine.s.s. 
Power Companies Satisfied. 
So far as the defendant jxjwer 
com panies are concerned, they are 
entirely satisfied with the provis­ 
ions of the order, George A. Lee, 
one of the attorney s for the power 
companies .said today . He pointed 
out that the order applies to Hart- 
n gton only , so far as the six cent 
rate is concerned. 
The company now has an eight 
cent rate in effect at Hartington 
wnlch is said to be above the cost 
of supply ing the current. No defin­ 
ite schedule ol rates is set out in 
the order, Lee said, and neither ari? 
the companies compelled to m ain­ 
tain the sam e schedule of rates in 
the various towms th e” serve, 'The 
companies have no intention of ap- 
iveallng from J udge R y an’s order, 
Lee said.
